of 222 to 207 votes. A. total of 
447 voters (from about 750 ASB 
card holders) cast ballots in the 
election. This 50 percent turn- 


out is one of the best turnouts of 
any junior college, according to 
polls taken at a. recent junior 
college student government con-
